Oil  controls  extended

At  the  Senate,  the  caucus  of  Senate 
Democrats,  in  a  21-6  vote,  called  for 
quick  enactment  of  the  60-day 
extension,  and  the  Democratic 
leadership  planned  to  make  an  effort  to 
pass  the  measure  Thursday. 

The  House  action  came  only  a  single 
day  after  the  Senate  sustained  Ford’s 
veto  of  a  six-month  extension  of  oil 
controls. 

The  removal  of  controls  on  oil  prices 
is  the  cornerstone  of  Ford’s  policy 
designed  to  reduce  U.S.  reliance  on 
imported  oil.  Ford  contends  higher  fuel 
prices  would  force  conservation  and  give 
the  oil  industry  the  money  needed  to 
find  new  energy  sources. 

Generally,  Democrats  have  been 
pushing  for  lower  price  lids  on  domestic 
oil  and  a  loner  time  for  decontrol  than 
the  President  has  been  willing  to  accept. 

Ford  has  supported  removing  controls 


to  raise  fuel  prices  to  force  consumers 
to  save  on  energy,  and  channel  more 
funds  into  the  petroleum  industries  to 
encourage  increased  production  in  this 
nation. 

The  President  has  indicated  he  would 
consider  gradual  rather  than  sudden 
decontrol. 

The  Library  of  Congress  issued  a 
study  estimating  that  oil  decontrol 
would  cost  the  economy  an  extra  $72 
billion  over  the  next  five  years. 

The  new  extension,  which  would  not 
go  into  law  without  Senate  passage  and 
a  presidential  signature,  is  retroactive  to 
Sept.  1.  The  oil  price  control  law 
expired  on  that  date,  but  the  petroleum 
companies  have  not  significantly  raised 
their  prices  because  they  are  waiting  for 
the  outcome  of  the  energy  battle 
between  Ford  and  the  Congress.

Noting  that  Saturday’s  football  game,  featuring  Band 
Night,  will  draw  a  near-capacity  crowd,  BYU  Security  Chief 
Robert  Kelshaw  today  urged  motorists  to  take  a  few 
precautions  and  save  themselves  some  parking  headaches. 

“Walk  to  the  stadium  if  you  can,”  Chief  Kelshaw  advised. 

He  reported  that  about  50  officers  will  be  on  duty  to 
direct  traffic,  including  the  Utah  Highway  Patrol,  Orem  and 
Provo  Police,  and  BYU  Security  Police. 

Observing  that  traffic  from  the  north  and  west  will  fill  the 
stadium  lots,  he  advised,  “If  you  drive  from  the  east  or 
south,  get  off  900  East  and  park  on  the  Marriott  Center  lots 
or  near  the  Administration  Building.  If  you  drive  from  the 
southwest,  park  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  lot  and  walk  a 
couple  of  blocks  to  the  stadium.” 

Past  experience  indicates  that  the  BYU  diagonal  route 
from  the  freeway  will  be  most  congested,  and  Chief  Kelshaw 
advised  motorists  to  avoid  this  highway  if  at  all  possible. 

Chief  Kelshaw  also  suggested  that  drivers  with  special 
parking  passes  should  study  the  map  on  the  back  of  the  pass 
before  leaving  home  so  as  to  plan  the  best  route  to  reach  the 
assigned  lot.

City  to  make 
land  transfer 


Monday  at  10 


Provo  City  Commissioners,  meeting  in 
closed  session  Thursday,  added  an 
amendment  to  their  contract  with 
Wilderness  Associates  which  corrects  a 
$4,300  oversight  in  the  original  document. 

The  revised  contract  is  now  scheduled  to 
be  signed  Monday  at  10  a.m.  in  the 
commission  chambers. 

Last  minute  objections  to  the  sale  which 
were  raised  at  the  public  meeting  Thursday 
morning  prompted  Mayor  Russell  Grange  to 
delay  closing  the  deal.  Grange  said  the 
contract  was  not  signed  because  City 
Attorney  Glen  Ellis  suggested  it  would  be 
wise  to  take  into  consideration  the  criticisms 
expressed. 

Stanley  Collins,  a  Sundance  owner, 
charged  at  the  public  meeting  that  the 
contract  was  a  “complete  diversion  from  the 
original  plans  proposed  by  Wilderness 
Associates.” 

He  called  for  opening  the  land  for  public 
bid  and  said  that  the  company’s  plans  now 
represent  a  different  type  of  investment 
since  the  planned  ski  resort  is  no  longer  a 
factor  in  the  approval  of  the  development 
plans. 

Another  challenge  to  the  city’s  right  to  sell 
its  property  without  the  opportunity  for 
public  bidding  was  voiced  by  Richard  Tooke 
of  R.  L.  Tooke  Developments  of  Provo.  He 
said  he  had  been  interested  in  the  city 
property  in  question  but  changed  his  mind 
when  he  thought  that  Wilderness  would  be 
constructing  a  ski  facility.  Tooke  said  “I’ll 
bid  against  them  for  the  property.” 

Clifford  Sorensen,  a  BYU  graduate  student 
told  the  commissioners  “You’re  putting 
Wilderness  Associates  in  a  privileged 
position.” 

Referring  to  the  requests  for  public 
bidding,  Gordon  Bullock,  manager  of  the 
Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce,  told  those  in 
attendance  that  “this  deal  could  have  been 
handled  more  competitively  a  year  or  more 
ago,  but  now  after  this  company  has  already 
invested  a  lot  of  time  and  money,  it’s 
inappropriate.” 


The  signing  was  delayed  also  because  “we 
wanted  to  make  sure  the  contract  was  as 
tight  as  possible,”  Grange  said.  He  denied 
that  there  were  doubts  about  the  soundness 
of  the  contract  prior  to  its  scheduled  signing 
Thursday. 

An  executive  session  was  held  following 
the  public  meeting.  In  the  closed  meeting, 
the  commission  inserted  a  clause  in  the 
contract  requiring  Wilderness  Associates  to 
pay  the  $4,000  appraised  value  of  40  acres 
which  the  city  traded  to  the  state  for  the 
acquisition  of  1 9  acres  included  in  the  city’s 
land  sale  to  Wilderness  Associates. 

The  company  will  pay  an  additional  $300 
which  represents  the  difference  in  the  value 
of  the  state  land  and  the  city  property 
traded,  according  to  Ellis. 

The  amendment  was  added  to  the  original 
contract  because,  as  Ellis  told  the  Universe, 
during  the  public  meeting,  “it  struck  me  that 
the  city  isn’t  getting  equity  for  the  land  it 
traded  to  the  state.” 

Responding  to  criticism  by  those  at  the 
public  meeting,  Mayor  Grange  said  that  the 
city  has  always  welcomed  alternatives  to  the 
Wilderness  Associates  development  but  there 
have  been  no  suggestions  until  the  present. 
He  also  said  the  Wilderness  Associates  plans 
have  always  represented  a  total  recreation 
concept  and  the  fact  that  construction  of  a 
ski  resort  depends  upon  Forest  Service 
approval  should  not  affect  the  city’s  sale. 

Grange  stressed  that  no  construction  grant 
will  be  given  until  the  developet’s  plans  are 
approved  by  the  Provo  City  Planning 
Commission,  and  submitted  for  final 
approval  to  the  City  Commission.  “We’ve 
tried  to  build  safeguards  into  the  whole 
project,”  he  said,  “and  we’ve  done 
everything  humanly  possible  to  insure  the 
right  kind' of  development.” 

Wilderness  Associates’  plans  call  for 
construction  of  golf,  tennis  and  swimming 
facilities,  a  theater  complex  and  housing 
units. 


Grain  prediction  shrinks 


still  enough  for  Russ  sale 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  revised  its 
forecast  of  a  record  United 
States  grain  harvest  slightly 
downward  on  Thursday.  But 
the  prediction  indicated 
ample  grain  would  be 
produced  to  permit  further 
sales  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  com  crop  is  expected 
to  total  nearly  5.69  billion 
bushels,  USDA  said.  Wheat 
production  was  estimated  at 
2.14  billion  bushels.  Both  are 
records. 

If  the  wheat  harvest  comes, 
in  at  the  predicted  level,  it 
would  mean  the  United 
States  would  have  nearly  769 
million  bushels  of  wheat 
available  for  foreign  sale 


without  jeopardizing 
domestic  supplies. 

The  United  States  is 
expected  to  consume  71.2 
million  bushels  of  wheat  this 
year.  Foreign  wheat  sales  are 
expected  to  total  1.3  billion 
bushels,  including  the  154 
million  bushels  already  sold 
to  the  Soviet  Union. 

Total  foreign  sales  of  com 
are  expected  to  be  about  1.5 
billion  bushels. 

Although  the  forecasts 
indicated  ample  grain  will  be 
available  for  foreign  sale, 
uncertainty  over  the  actual 
harvest  has  prompted  some 
speculation  in  the  commodity 
market  and  caused  some  price 
increases. 


Agriculture  Department 
economists  say  the  grain 
purchased  thus  far  by  the 
Soviet  Union  will  add  about 
1.5  per  cent  to  consumer 
food  prices  through  1976. 

President  Ford, 
campaigning  in  New 
Hampshire,  did  not  rule  out 
the  possibility  that  the 
United  States  might  attempt 
to  swap  American  wheat  for 
Soviet  oil.  In  an  interview, 
Ford  said,  “I  wouldn’t  rule 
out  the  possibility  that  that 
might  materialize.” 

In  a  round  of  orders  two 
months  ago,  the  Soviets 
purchased  177  million 
bushels  of  corn,  154  million 
of  wheat  and  51  million 
bushels  of  barley.

KEENE,  N.H.  (AP)  -  President  Ford,  beginning  a 
Republican  vote-hunting  mission,  plunged  into  crowds  lining 
the  streets  of  this  New  Hampshire  hamlet  today  in  a 
hand-to-hand  campaign  on  behalf  of  GOP  Senate  candidate 
Louis  C.  Wyman. 

On  his  first  political  outing  since  an  assassination  attempt 
last  Friday,  Ford  worked  his  way  along  the  town  square  in 
Keene,  shaking  hands  and  greeting  well-wishers. 

The  President  rode  a  presidential  limousine  with  the  roof 
hatch  pulled  back  so  he  could  stand  and  wave  along  the  way. 

Secret  Service  agents  and  White  House  officials  refused  to 
confirm  or  deny  that  Ford  was  wearing  a  protective  vest.  But 
the  outlines  of  some  sort  of  additional  garment  were  visible 
through  the  back  of  his  jacket,  and  his  shirt-front  appeared 
tightly  drawn. 

Police  and  federal  agents  carefully  scouted  the  route  of  the 
motorcade,  which  covered  more  than  120  riniles  and  14 
communities,  from  Keene  in  the  west  to  Portsmouth  on  the 
seacoast. 

The  President  took  over  the  New  Hampshire  campaign 
from  former  California  Gov.  Ronald  Reagen.  Their 
appearances  could  turn  out  to  be  an  audition  for  a  New 
Hampshire  presidential  primary  contest  between  them  next 
year.

Kissinger’s  aides  didn’t  want 
to  disturb  him  with  it. 

Ray  Cline,  who  was  the 
director  of  the  State 
Department’s  intelligence 
bureau  at  the  time  of  the  war, 
told  the  House  Intelligence 
Committee  that  his  staff 
concluded  the  night  before 
the  war  that  “hostilities 
probably  were  imminent.” 

But  Cline  said  he  was 
unable  to  get  that 


information  to  Kissinger,  who 
was  in  New  York  City, 
because  Kissinger’s  staff  “did 
not  want  to  trouble  him.” 

By  the  time  the  message 
was  relayed  to  Kissinger  the 
next  morning,  Cline  Said,  the 
war  had  started. 


Intelligence  failure

Nixon’s  former  chief  domestic  adviser  and 
long-time  political  lieutenant  has  shunned 
the  lecture  circuit  and  refused  interviews.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Agriculture  Department  said 
yesterday  that  1975  corn  crop  will  be  a  record  of  almost 
5.69  billion  bushels,  up  22  per  cent  from  last  year’s  harvest 
and  a  major  step  toward  supplying  more  grain  to  the  Soviet 
Union  without  causing  U.S.  food  prices  to  soar. 

Officials  also  said  that  wheat  production,  based  on  Sept.  1 
surveys,  was  estimated  at  almost  2.14  billion  bushels,  up  19 
per  cent  from  last  year  and  also  a  record.  The  August 
estimate  was  2.14  billion  bushels. 

The  department’s  Crop  Reporting  Board  said  soybean 
production  was  estimated  at  1.44  billion  bushels,  up  17  per 
cent  from  last  year.

BYU’s  defensive  line  coach 
Tom  Ramage,  contacted 
Thursday  by  telephone, 
verified  Linford’s  dismissal. 

Ramage  said  Linford  was 
released  early  Wednesday  as 
the  Giants  continued 
trimming  their  roster  for  the 
final  NFL  cutoff. 

According  to  Ramage, 
Linford  left  yesterday  to  join 
the  Saskatchewan 
Roughriders  of  the  Canadian 
Football  League,  in  Regina, 
Saskatchewan,  Canada. 

Linford  had  not  signed 
with  the  Roughriders  prior  to 
leaving  for  Regina  because  of 
the  NFL’s  “48  Hour  Rule,” 
which  prevents  the  signing  of 
contracts  within  48  hours  of 
being  dropped  from  a  team, 
coach  Ramage  said. 

Ramage  pointed  out  that 
Linford  had  also  been 
contacted  by  the  Hamilton 
Tiger-cats  and  the  British

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
The  wary  truce  between  the 
National  Football  League 
owners  and  players  union 
could  soon  break  out  into 
open  warfare  again. 

The  membership  of  the 
NFL  Players  Association,  by 
a  wide  margin,  has  rejected 
management’s  proposal  for  a 
new  contract  to  replace  the 
one  that  expired  March  31, 
1974  and  will  vote  within  a 
week  on  whether  to  go  on 
strike. 

When  the  negotiations 
collapsed  last  year,  the 
players  struck  for  62  days 
during  the  exhibition  season, 
but  returned  in  time  to  play 
the  regular  1974  season 
although  they  did  not  have  a 
contract. 

However,  with  the  1975 
season  scheduled  to  open  in 
■t  weeks  and  rosters 


expected  to  be  set  at  43 
players,  the  owners  will  not 
be  in  the  same  position  they 
were  a  year  ago- that  of 
playing  games  with  the  many 
rookies  and  free  agents  still  in 
camp. 

In  announcing  the  vote  on 
the  contract  as  743  against,  6 
for  and  six  teams  still  to  be 
counted,  Ed  Garvey,  union 
executive  director,  declined 
Wednesday  to  discuss  the 
possibility  of  a  strike. 

“We’ll  have  to  see  what  the 
players  say  about  it,”  he  said. 
“The  comments  in  so  far  as  a 
strike  have  varied  team  from 
team.  Some'  are  militant, 
while  others  are 
conservative.” 

Garvey  said  he  hoped  the 
vote,  which  he  predicted 
would  reach  over  800  against 
the  contract  offer  when  the 
counting  is  finished,  would 
convince  the  26  owners  to 
return  to  the  bargaining  table 
“and  give  us  an  offer  we  can’t 
refuse.” 

The  major  stumbling  block 
to  any  negotiated  contract 
appears  to  be  the  Rozelle 
compensation  rule  which  the 
union  opposes  and  has  been 
fighting  in  the  courts,  where 
it  has  won  some  preliminary 
battles.

Hemmeter  said  the 
Steamer’s  situation  had 
become  critical  because  too 
many  players  were  on  fixed 
contracts  instead  of  the 
WFL-endorsed  percentage  of 
the  gate  plan. 

Steamer  Coach  Marshall 
Taylor  said  he  had 
renegotiated  15  contracts  so 
the  players’  salaries  will  be 
determined  by  the 
attendance. 


The  pass  will  be  in  good 
hands  for  Saturday’s  game, 
despite  the  loss  of  star 
receiver  Jay  Miller. 

Miller,  who  was  planning  a 
comeback  this  season 
following  a  knee  injury  last 
year,  injured  his  knee  again 
Monday  in  a  light  workout. 
Head  Coach  LaVell  Edwards 
said  Miller  would  “definitely 
be  out  for  the  season.” 

Taking  Miller’s  place  on  the 
wide  side  of  the  line  will  be 
George  Harris,  a  5’  11”  175 
lb.  junior  from  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Harris  was  redshirted  last 
year  because  of  a  broken 
foot,  making  him  a  junior 
academically,  but  a 
sophomore  in  football 
eligibility. 

Assistant  Coach  Mel  Olsen 
said  Harris  has  been  doing 
most  of  the  playing  practice 
because  Miller  has  been 
bothered  with  some  pulled 
muscles.  Coach  Olsen  said, 
“Harris  is  good.  The  only 
thing  he  lacks  is  experience.” 

Contacted  at  his  home, 
Harris  said,  “I’m  optimistic,  I 
have  confidence  in  my  ability 


or  I  wouldn’t  be  playing 
football.”  He  added  he  was  a 
little  “nervous”  because  he 
really  hadn’t  had  the 
opportunity  to  play  much. 
This  will  be  his  first  varsity 
start  for  BYU. 

Miller,  meanwhile,  is 
recovering  from  knee  surgery 
following  his  injury  Monday 
evening. 

Contacted  at  the  Utah 
Valley  hospital,  Miller  said  he 
was  “debating”  playing 
football  again.  He  said  he  was 
waiting  to  see  “how  much  I 
want  to  play,”  before  making 
a  decision.  He  said  if  he 
decked  not  to  play,  he  would 
concentrate  on  his  studies.  If 
he  decides  to  play  next  year, 
Miller  said  he  would  give  it 
“100  per  cent.” 


Elsewhere  in  the  receiver 
lineup  will  be  Brian  Billick  at 
tight  end,  a  position  that 
requires  not  only  steady 
hands,  but  commensurate 
blocking  ability.  Billick’s

Rugby  at  BYU  has  enjoyed 
a  growing  popularity  during 
the  past  few  years, 
particularly  since  the  team 
has  achieved  national  ranking. 

“But  even  at  BYU  few 
understand  the  world’s  most 
popular  sport,”  says  Matthew 
Brown,  player-coach  on  the 
BYU  rugby  team. 

Rugby  is  best  described  Is  a 
combination  of  football  and 
soccer  played  by  two 


opposing  teams  of  1 5  players, 
playing  continuously  for  80 
minutes.  The  only  time  out  is 
a  five-minute  intermission. 

“It  is  not  uncommon  to 
play  three  or  four  matches  in 
a  single  day  during  a  rugby 
tournament,”  says  Coach 
Brown,  “and  that  is  why  we 
emphasize  physical  fitness  to 
our  players.” 

“Several  of  our  players 
condition  themselves  by 
running  as  rnuchas  20  miles 
per  day,”  Coach  Brown 


continued.  Rugby  was  first 
played  at  BYU  in  1964, 
according  to  Keith  Haines,  a 
graduate  student  and  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  National  Rugby  Union. 

“Mostly  foreign  students 
participated  in  rugby  when  it 
was  first  played  at  BYU, 
usually  students  from  the 
British  Isles,  New  Zealand  or 
South  Africa,”  Brown 
commented.  “But  now  that 
rugby  is  better  known,  we 
have  discovered  a  lot  of  local 


talent,”  he  added. 

“Rugby  is  one  of  the  few 
contact  sports  that  amateurs 
can  continue  to  play  after 
they  leave  school,  said 
Haines,  “That’s  why  it  is  such 
a  popular  sport,  especially 
among  former  football 
players,”  Coach  Brown 
added. 

“It  is  not  uncommon  to 
lose  a  player  during  a  game 
either  through  injury  or 
un sportsman-like ,  conduct,” 
said  Brown.

Runners  will  cover  a 
four-mile  distance  around  the 
perimiter  of  the  terrain. 


BYU  is  expected  to  do  very 
well  in  this  meet,  according 
to  Sherald  James, 
cross-country  coach.

Charles  Ives,  who  was 
undoubtedly  the  first 
‘‘modern”  American 
composer,  was  born  in 
Danbury,  Conn,  in  1874;  for 
most  of  his  career  he  was  a 
“Sunday”  composer, 
pursuing  an  active  career  as 
an  insurance  executive, 
thereby  protecting  himself 
from  the  temptation  of 
compromising  his  musical 
vision  for  the  sake  of  income. 

Ives’s  major  works,  mostly 
written  before  1920,  are 
astonishingly  prophetic  of 
more  recent  developments  in 
harmony,  rhythm,  and 
tonality,  but  perhaps  their 
most  distinctive  quality  is  the 
way  they  capture  the 
personality  of  American  life.

I  have  spoken 
on  various  aspects  of  BYU 
standards,  on  the  meaning  of  a 
University  education,  and  on  the 
blessing  of  commandments.  This 
I  fall  I  have  felt  impressed  to  speak 
to  you  about  yourselves  and 
about  myself,  a  kind  of  centennial 
review  of  the  student  body  and 
the  president. 

During  the  year  I  often  visit  one 
of  our  campus  cafeterias,  take  a 
tray,  and  enjoy  my  lunch  with 
some  surprised  group  of  students.
